Yosemite National Park: 
One of 
the most attractive times of the year 
to visit the Yosemite Valley is dur- 
inging the month of May when the 
waterfalls are booming, early spring 
is in the air, and the crowd has not 
arrived in force. It is then as moun­ 
tain areas are meant to be, free from 
the unnatural appendages 
of 
too 
many persons in evidence. Later the 
Yosemite Valley becomes crowded 
with visitors, lending to a magnifi­ 
cent outdoor environment much of 
the cheapness and commonness of 
the crowded beach resort during a 
Sunday afternoon. 
* * * 
If you wish to see the Yose­ 
mite under the best conditions 
visit it early in the season or 
during the winter months when 
snow adorns the surrounding 
cliffs and lies on the valley 
floor. The crowds begin to pour 
in the latter part of June, 
the 
artificial amusements get under 
way; the human activities 
are 
completely out of tune with the 
surroundings. 
Desecration 
is 
then the only term descriptive 
of the plight of this mountain 
shrine. Possibly you have read 
the article by Albert Atwood 
published in the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post several years ago, 
touching upon 
the situation. 
The National Parks are face to 
face with commercialism 
that 
threatens the existence of 
the 
purpose for which they were set 
aside for the 
people 
of 
this 
country. 


W e took the “back road” from 
Fresno, 
leading 
through 
Aubrey, 
Bass Lake, Fish Camp and Wawona. 
It traverses a beautiful section of the 
lower mountain slope, the foothills 
and the pine forest section. At Bass 
Lake we slept in the open under the 
yellow pines and the stars. 
Bass 
Lake is a beautiful spot early in the 
year, but later it becomes so infested 
with people and power boats that it 
is a real pleasure to retreat to the 
higher mountain areas. 


A t the 
W awona 
checking 
station we decided to go direct­ 
ly to the Valley and not visit 
the W awona big trees. W e roll­ 
ed along the W awona road, 
through the tunnel, stopping for 
a few minutes at the east portal 
to look upon the Yosemite Val­ 
ley. 
It was only a short run to 
Camp 14, where we sought out 
a favorite camping site facing 
Stoneman Meadow. W e won­ 
dered if two old friends would 
be there to greet us and if they 
would truly be pleased that we 
were back. 


Sure enough, we were no more 
than out of the car than they flew 
down, with a great outburst of voci­ 
ferous welcome or it 
might 
have 
been indignation. 
Just a pair 
of 
noisy bluejays. 
The cause of the 
doubtfulness of our welcome was a 
trick played upon them two years 
ago. 
Now bluejays are rather for­ 
ward fellows that accept the world 
as their particular haven. 
They are 
noisy, always in evidence 
and 
at ¡ 
times quite rude; moreover, they are 
smart, the combination at times mak­ 
ing them almost obnoxious. 


Bluejays like unshelled pea­ 
nuts. 
They are willing, to a 
certain extent, to earn them by 
catching them 
on 
the wing 
when they are thrown into the 
air. 
Now a bluejay is inde­ 
fatigable in this game, consum­ 
ing a large supply of peanuts in 
a limited time. 
He catches the 
peanut, flies a short distance and 
hides the peanut under the 
leaves and tw igs. To make the 
peanuts last and to get more or 
less even with the bluejays for 
their impudent ways we would 
watch them hide the peanut, 
then go and retrieve it, that is, 
if we could find it. 
O ur bat­ 
ting average in this play was 
only about fifty per cent which 
meant that it was only a matter 
of time until the bluejays had 
the entire supply of 
peanuts. 
Then to our amazement, when 
our supply of peanuts had dis­ 
appeared, the bluejays would go 
to the very place where we had 
looked diligently and dig out a 
peanut, fly to a limb and there 
proceed to eat it. 


This went on for some days until 
someone got a bright idea. 
A pea­ 
nut was tied to a long strong thread 
and then the free end of the thread 
tied to a limb in a tree. One of the 
bluejays looked at the peanut some 
time, then hopped onto a lower limb, 
grabbed the peanut and tried to pull 
it toward him.

ten o’clock Monday morning, th e 25th. 
T h is w as a technicality. The official 
call 
w as 
not issued until Monday 
m orning. T his w as to give tim e for 
t h e decision as to w hether o r not 
o th e r su bjects th an relief would be 
included, an d if so, how many, o r how | 
few. The prim ary object of the spec­ 
ial session was to provide m oney to 
c a r r y on th e necessary relief program 
b etw een now. w hen th e funds 
are 
exhau sted,

NEARLY 90 MILES IN 


Lake Mead, the reservoir created by 
Boulder Dam on the Colorado River, 
now contains 6,000,000 acre-Ieet of 
water, a gain of 1,000,000 in 12 days. 
Lake Mead is the most imposing 
lake in the west and the greatest man- 
made body of water in the world. Its 
length of 89V4 miles exceeds that of 
the Great Salt Lake in Utah by nearly 
10 miles. It is 333 feet deep near Boul­ 
der Dam, many times deeper than 
the 60-foot maximum in the Great Salt 
Lake. 
John C. Page, acting Commissioner 
of Reclamation, reported to Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes that 
the flow of the Colorado River still 
is increasing with the peak of the 
spring flood not yet in sight. The river 
today is dumping water into Lake 
Mead at the rate of 141,000 acre-feet 
a day. 
Meantime the total of the water 
stored in other Bureau Reclamation 
reservoirs still is rising. 
"The promises of a good year on 
our projects are being fulfilled,” Page 
said. “Where the storage in our reser­ 
voirs in April, Lake Mead included, 
totaled 6,262,359 acre-feet, the May 
storage is 7,966.108 acre-feet. The ir­ 
rigation season now is under way, but 
diversions are not expected to equal

BIRDS ARE B E L IE V E D TO BE 
S O M E W H E R E IN S O U T H W E S T 


Somewhere in the Mojave desert 
there may be a number of sand 
grouse, but no one has reported see­ 
ing them since July of 1934, and the 
state department of natural resources 
wonders whether it should send out a 
searching party. 
The game bird, widely distributed 
through the barren regions of Africa, 
Egypt, Persia and India, was intro­ 
duced to California by M. E. Lom­ 
bardi of San Francisco, who noticed 
them while traveling through Mesopo­ 
tamia and Arabia. 
Twenty-one birds were obtained 
from a California breeder and in 
March, 1934, were placed in temporary- 
holding pens constructed near Palm­ 
dale. Later, they were released in 
the hope they would multiply 
and 
eventually provide California hunters 
with a new kind of sport. 
Periodically, for three months, the 
birds were reported seen by civilians 
and game wardens. Frequently they 
returned to the vicinity of the pens. 
But since July, 1934, no one has re­ 
ported any in that area. 
Conservationists feared the attempt 
to introduce the asnd grouse failed, 
ulthough they amnitted there was a 
chance that the birds found their way 
into the wilderness of the desert and 
may be living there in abundance. 
The sand grouse is a medium-sized 
bird with short, weak legs and large, 
strong wings. A swift flier, it travels 
long distances for twice daily trips to 
water. 
The weak legs prevent the grouse 
¡from alighting in trees or shrubbery, 
and he lives on the ground, preferably 
in dry, open deserts and plains and 
never in moist or wooded sections. 
Because of its wariness and swift 
flight, it furnishes excellent sport for

French who quotes Maeterlink as au­ 
thority for the fact that this creature 
is the only natural enemy of the small 
pest known as the Argentine ant. 
"The big warrior ant doesn't do any 
harm,” she said. "It is a mistaken 
idea of service to burn their nests and 
otherwise kill them off. People are 
really hurting themselves by destroy­ 
ing the only natural agency for mak­ 
ing the area almost immune from the 
Argentine ant pest. The warrior ants 
carry these house pests from three 
to twelve feet underground and will 
practically clean out a wide area, and 
do no harm w hatever to humans if 
unmolested."

N ow that the people of th e San 
G orgonio Pass and the traveling pub­ 
lic in general are denied the privilege 
of v isitin g the San Jacinto m ountains 
u n less they are w illin g to travel over 
th e long and w inding circuitous route 
via Jackrabbit T rail, San Jacin to and 
H em et, they will look to the S an Ber­ 
nardino m ountains as their sum m er 
playground. 


One of the most beautiful spots 
In 
the 
entire 
San 
Bernardino 
mountain range is almost within a 


stone's throw of Banning. 
It is 


Pine Bench, a place so beautiful 
that the Los Angeles Exam iner 


said the few “ meanies" In this 
area who knew about it have kept 
it a secret and refused to share 


it with the rest of the wolrld. 


The people of th is area w ho have 
not visited Pine B ench during th e past 
year w ill be surprised when 
they 
view it now. 
The U . S. F orest Serv­ 
ice, w ith the aid o f a C. C. C. camp, 
has cleared away all underbrush, and 
installed numerous tables, 
benches, 
stoves, Dutch oven s, water hy&rants, 
incinerators, rest room s, etc. 
A large 
num ber of m ost desirable cam p sites 
have been cleared 
beneath so m e of 
the largest pines in the m ountains, 
and winding roads reach all p oin ts of 
this enchanting area. 
Pine Bench is destined to becom e 
m ore than just a sum m er playground. 
Being more than a m ile in elevation 
and having an abundance of snow fall 
in the winter, it is an ideal location 
for w inter sports. 
In fact, for many 
y .a r s a number of Banning 
young 
m en and U n iversity o f Redlands stu­ 
d en ts have m ade it a practice to go 
to P in e Bench for skiing, u sin g the 
firebreak from P in e Bench to Camp 
C om fort as their course. 


If a road is built from Banning 
to Pine Bench, th e trip* can 
be 
made from here in less than 
a 
half hour, or less than an hour 
from Palm Springs. 
Such a road 
would make Pine Bench the win­ 
ter and summer 
playground for 
residents of Palm Springs and the 
entire desert area, as well as for 
many tourists who travel 
along 
the transcontinental U. S. H igh­ 
ways 99, 60 and 70. 
Thousands 
come to Palm Springs each win­ 
ter to play, and such diversion as 
snow sports within an hour’s ride 
of Palm Springs would be w el­ 
comed. 


On Sunday, May 17, under th e head­ 
ing, "Sh-li-h; 
S ecret Scenic Paradise 
D iscovered ,” the L os Angeles Exam ­ 
iner devoted m ore than a p age 
to 
P in e Bench. 
F ollow in g is an excerpt 
from th e article, w ritten by Joh n H. 
C. S tin gle, autom obile editor o f the 
E xam iner. 
I am going to be just an old 
m ean le to about a half 
hundred 
m otorists when th e y discover 
I 
have suggested a trip to 
P in e 
Beach. 
T h is lovely little place has been 
in the " p ossession ” of a handful 
of m otorists who have been k eep ­ 
ing th is beauty sp o t to th em selves 
for m any years. 
Som e years ago, the story goes, 
a sm all band of Sunday recrea­ 
tion ists 
“discovered" 
it 
and 
pledged them selves to secrecy not 
to reveal the hideout or even tell 
their friends about it. 
W hen 
the 
Governm ent 
cam e 
along som e tim e ago and esta b ­ 
lished a public cam p it still re­ 
m ained a secret. 
At least, the 
place never becam e overcrow'ded. 
So when the Exam iner 
scout 
party last w eek-end drove 
into 
this hidden scen ic paradise, and 
cam eras began clicking, the fre­ 
quenters of Pine Bench 
becam e 
curious and started asking ques­ 
tions. 
W e soon learned that the 
“ w elcom e sign" w as conspicuous 
by its absence. 
N everth eless, by explaining that 
w e w ere just cam era hounds and 
by guarding the fa ct that we were 
inotorlogue scouts, we gained the 
friendship of the 
small 
colony 
there and were adm itted official­ 
ly to the grounds. 
W hat did we find there? 
W ell, 
if you can, picture a m ile-high 
m ountain retreat surrounded 
by 


stately peaks, in a forest of tall 
pines w ith the air filled witli the 
fresh est of m ountain 
air, 
and 
w inding roads h ieing hither 
and 
yon 
over 
hill 
and 
dale 
and 
through picturesque m eadows. 
W ords cannot ju stly 
describe 
the settin g. 
Photographs do 
not 
“catch" the b eauties. 
Only a per­ 
sonal v isit w ill do the trick. 
And before w e start 
relating 
other features of th e trip, it m ight 
be in terestin g to reveal how the 
Exam iner 
scou ts 
"discovered" 
Pine Bench. 
O riginally, w e had planned to 
m ake a loop trip to Oak G len to 
see the m ile-high apple orchards 
and then return hom e by way of 
Mill Creek Canyon and R edlands. 
H ow ever, after w e had driven a 
few m iles out o f Beaum ont and 
were heading tow ard Oak Glen, a 
bew ildered m otorist 
asked 
us 
about the route to P ine Bench. 
“ Pine Bench? 
N ever heard of 
it,” we exclaim ed. 
“W ell, it’s up here som ew here,” 
the inquiring m otorist added. “It’s 
one of the p rettiest places 
in 
th ese m ountains, and 
it’s 
sup­ 
posed to he a secret,” he declared. 
" Secret! 
Eh?" w e said to our­ 
selves. 
So w e just trailed our inform er, 
and soon we approached a sid e 
road w hich an A utom obile Club 
of Southern C alifornia sign sta t­ 
ed "Pine Bench— 2 M iles." T here 
our kind friend looked around to 
see if the road w as clear, but it 
w asn’t. 
"W e m ade no m ove to turn into 
the sam e road, but w ent on for a 
short d istance, w h ere we w aited 
for the other party to get ou t of 
sigh t, 
whereupon 
we 
turned 
around and sp eed ily headed our 
car up toward the new “find.” 
Through 
this 
scen ic 
country 
m ile a fter m ile of ap p le orchards 
are to be found, d ottin g the land­ 
scape of this picturesque m oun­ 
tain country nearly a m ile high 
in 
elevation. 
W ide 
panoram ic 
view s keep the m otorist 
sp ell­ 
bound and full of "ohs” and “ah s” 
the en tire tim e. 
Upon 
reaching 
P in e 
B ench, 
which 
probably w as named 
be­ 
cause sta tely pine trees are push­ 
ing their heads high into the sk y 
on a bench of the m ountain, w e 
saw a perfect cam ping ground, 
barbecue pits, p laces to park com ­ 
fortable trailers and 
plenty 
of 
p laces for the kiddies to romp and 
tear. 
Climb up to L ookout P oint at 
P ine Bench and im agin e you are 
in an airplane. 
It w ill thrill you. 
Spread out your p icn ic parapher­ 
nalia as w e did in on e of the cozy 
nooks there and you’ll say, "It’s a 
great life. 
Just to get back at those colon ­ 
ists again — they are the real 
m ean ies for not lettin g us in on 
the secret before. 
You’ll sa y so 
after you have seen it.

stenographer. 
T hese 
w orkers 
should begin th eir duties by June 15, 
sh e said, and n ew filing equipm ent, 
n ew typew riters and new adding m a­ 
ch in es will he required. 


The requirem ents for the new fiscal 
year will be le ss than that for the 
current year, it was stated, excep t 
for state aid totalin g $84,000 which is 
m andatory on the couuty. 


The county's ca se load as of May 1 
w as said to have been 524. A lready

60 cases pending, the total w as said 
to be 764. A ca se load of 1400 w as 
suggested as a possibility before th e 
end of the year.
